INDUSTRIES REPORT 1957 
INJURY RATE LOWEST 


An encouraging report came | 
our way this week, through 
the courtesy of City Clerk 
Hazel Cassell, which should 
be of interest to health and| 
accident insurance agencies, | 
as well as to individuals, hos- , 
pital staffs and safety officers. 

The year 1957 ended With 
the lowest injury rate on 
record for manufacturing in -| 
dustries. This record low 
amounted to an average of 
11.1 disabling work injuries for | 
each million man-hours work- | 
ed during 1957 — 8 per cent| 
below the rate for 1956 and 
seven per cent below the pre- 
vious record low of 11.9, es-| 
tablished in 1954. 

That the nationwide safety 
campaigns are paying off is| 
evident, and we hope this| 
trend extends beyond the man-| 
ufacturing industries to all! 
walks of life. However, this| 
one area of improvement cov- | 
ers many local industries and| 
therefore many local people. | 

One of the larger-type in- | 
dustries included in the re-| 
port is the ‘‘blast furnace and | 
steel mills” category, with the | 
annual disabling work injur- | 
ies average for each one mil-| 
lion man-hours worked during | 
1957 reported at 3.9, a drop | 


from the 4.5 reported for 1956. | 
Now if we can just cut down| 
on the home accident rate, | 
we'll see accidents becoming | 
rare.

on the Nov. 4 general election 
ballot, and now the rank and 
file of the California vot in g 
public must decide if the pro- 
perty tax is to be imposed on 
the on-profit schools. 

That this proposition will re- 
ceive a passing ‘‘yes’’ vote 
is likely as it appears that | 
human nature encourages the | 
individual to vote yes to taxa- 
tion for anyone other than 
himself. But we feel such pas- 
sage of the proposition would 
be grossly unfair, considering 
that the non-profit schools are 
already relieving the Califor- 
nia taxpayer of millions of dol- 
lars in taxes. 

If school taxes had been lev- 
ied to build all the classrooms 
as public school classrooms 
that are today in use by the 
non-profit private schools, our 
school tax rates in almost ev- 
ery California community 
would be considerably higher. 
St. Joseph’s parochial school 
was organized here sever a | 
years ago and is growing in 
enrollment and building facili- 
ties—at the cost of the parish 
members and not the district- 
wide taxpayer. This is one in- 
stance where the taxpayer is 
being relieved of taxes by the 
non-profit private school. Up- 
land Academy (high school) is 
another. 

It should be remembered 
that individuals: in the groups 
financing such non-profit 
schools are also taxpayers, so 
each is supporting his group’s 
school in addition to paying 
taxes that support the public 
schools of the district. When 
they are already paying ‘‘doub- 
le’ for schools, is it fair to 
add another financial drain 
Seren the proposed property tax 
eas to their burden? 

We can foresee that if such 
a property tax is approved by 
the voters and levied, there 
will be less building by the 
parochial and other non-pro- 
fit schools. Thus they will have 
to limit their enrollments, and 
the education of many more 
students will add to the tax 
burden of the public at large 
Parochial and other non-profit 
schools are growing, are be- 
coming more popular, and so 
can relieve the general public 
of some of its tax load for 
public schools. But a group 
supporting a parochial school 
reaches a limit in the amount 
of money it can rasie. So if a 
portion of this money must be 
paid in property tax on the 
school facilities, then it 
seems natural that less facili- 
ties can be built and fewer 
pupils edueated by the non- 
profit, non-public group. 

And don’t be misled by the 
false charges that churches 
and church-sponsored schools 
own commercial or f arm ing 
properties which have been 
removed from the tax rolls | 
The truth is that every 
of property not used exclusive- 
ly as a place of worship, or 
as a non-profit school, is tax- 
ed in each county of the state 
at the full rate. Tax exemp- 
tion is given school properties | 
only upon the submission of 
voluminous forms complete 
with financial and other data; 
and each parcel of property 
exempted must be investiga- 
ted and certified

He must know 
how to dive, and as a final 
test, must swim for five mun- 
utes without touching the bot- 
tom of the pool. 


From this, he can proceed 
to the swimmer’s badge. In 
order to receive it, he must 
swim 100 yards in each of 
the four basic strokes. ‘This 
is the equivalent of a fourth 
of a mile,’ Coach Kolbath 
pointed out. The advanced 
swimmers badge requires 
much stamina and training. 
To receive this badge, a swim- 
mer must know all the expert 
strokes and variations. Coach- 
es Rischer and Kolbath indica- 
ted that there are several 
swimmers 16-years of age and 
over are now in the process of 
competing for this coveted 
badge. Standards for badges 
and certificates are set by the 
American Red Cross.

Effective August 1 


New Postal Rates Te Increase . 


Local Office Revenue $30,000 


New rates for handling reg- 
ular and, air mail and other 
postal services will be effec- 
tive in local post offices Aug. 
1 and postal officials are to- 
day getting ready for the new 
schedule. 


Letters now requiring three 
cents postage will require four 


cents and it will be three-cent| 


instead of two-cent postal 
cards after two weeks from to- 
day. This approximate 25 per 
cent increase in the major pos- 
tal service will produce about 
$30,000 a year more to the Up- 
land post office, according to 
Postmaster Roy A .Ray. In- 
creases will be also noted in 
Cucamdnga and Alta Loma 
and all post offices of the na- 
tion. 


Some orders for four-cent 
envelopes have already been 
placed by firms using imprin- 
ted envelopes. Persons who 
have three-cent stamped en- 
velopes will be required to add 





a one cent stamp, to the en- 
velope. 

“We anticipate there will be 
very little inconvenience at 
the time of the rate change,”’ 
Mr. Ray said. ‘‘The new rates 
have received wide publicity 
and we think most people will 
be ready for them.” 

Annual income to Upland 
post office is now at $140,000 
and the new rates may pro- 
duce an additional $30,000, Mr. 
Ray forecast.
